The Passing of Hastings. 

The recent closing out of lumber¬ 
ing operations at Wild river results 
in the abandonment of the little 
colony. Last week, Wednesday, 
saw the last passenger train to run 
to the settlement. Since Emery 
Bros* of Portland, assumed the 
ownership, the timber has been 
rapidly cut off, and now operations 
are being closod up as fast as pos¬ 
sible. The machinery in the mills 
Is being sold and the mills closed. 
Wild river has beeu*a thriving lit- 
fie settlement about two miles 
from Gilead wjth numerous cot¬ 
tages, a store, school house, hotel 
and a postofflee named Hastings, 
but with the closing of the mills 
the settlement will be abandoned. 
The balance of the wood will be 
cut and floated down the river 
for pulp wood, which pays better 
than to saw it. This little settle¬

Preserve “Old Ironsides.” 

The Massachusetts Historical Soci¬ 
ety, by its officers and council, has ad¬ 
dressed a memorial to Congress ask¬ 
ing that the old frigate Constitution 
be repaired and put in commission as 
a training ship, and at suitable sea¬ 
sons in future be stationed at points 
along our coast3, where she may be 
visited by Americans who are inter¬ 
ested in her and her glorious history. 
At present she lies, dismantled, out 
of repair, and liable to Injury at a 
dock in Charlestown. 

' The Constitution was built in Boston 
in 1797. In July, 1812, she escaped 
from a squadron of six British ships, 
which chased her for three days; in 
August, 1812, she sunk the Guerrlere, 
and in December the same year she 
captured the Java off Brazil. In Feb¬ 
ruary, 1814, she captured the Cyane 
and the Levant, In 1830, when it Was 
proposed to dismantle the old ship and 
sell her, Dr Holmes came flaming out 
with “Old Ironsides,'’ the lines begin- 
Ins, 

“What, tear her tattered ensign 
down!” and from that day to this the 
recurring schoolboy has regularly pro¬ 
tested against any slight to the Con¬ 
stitution. The Massachusetts Histori¬ 
cal Society protests that our old 
“fighting frigate” is at least worthy of 
preservation and honor at Oiir hands 
as Nelson's Victory is In England, and 
that opinion rests on facts which may 
reasonably he expected to appeal to 
Congress, “It seems strange to me,” 
writes the president of the society, 
“that, when every petty struggle on 
land in the history of the nation is 
commemorated by some monument, 
the memory of the aclilefements of 
the Constitution cannot be preserved 
la the preservation of the ahlp itself,”

Largest Naval Prison in America. 

From an exchange we clip the 
following description of the naval 
prison connected with theKictery 
navy yard and located at Seaveys 
Island, said to be the largest of its 
kind in America. 

“The last lot of concrete for the 
walls of the south wiug was placed 
in the hugh forms on Saturday, 
Oct. 15 and the exterior of this por¬ 
tion of the big structure is practi¬ 
cally completed except the orna¬ 
mental work and the placing of 
the battlements on the numerous 
turrets. This wing, which is the 
only portion of the prison now con¬ 
tracted for, is 263 feet long, 52 feet 
wide and 65 feet high above the 
basement. The administration 
building will be 76 feet square and 
135 feet high. Each corner will be 
turreted to the roof line, surmount¬ 
ed with casteiled battlements. 
Two of the turrets will have spiral 
staircases running to the top, 
with openings at each floor, and 
the other turrets will contain ele¬ 
vators, lavatories, etc. The base¬ 
ment of the administration build-1 
ing will contain the heating ap? 
paratus for the entire structure 
and the upper stories will contain 
the offices, guard room prison 
library, etc. The north Wing will 
be of the same dimensions as the 
south wing and when the entire 
prison is completed it will be 603 
feet in length, the largest of its 
kind iu America. Xu the center of 
each wing will be built a huge 
steel cage, containing 320 cells 
arranged in double tiers, four 
stories high, 40 cells in a row. 
Each cell will contain a set bowl 
with running water and toilet, 

“The kitchen or cook room of the 
prison will be in the north wing of 
the structure, the confirmation of 
the ground allows for an addi¬ 
tional basement story, and will be 
fitted with the latest approved 
methods for cooking and subsis¬ 
tence of 1,290 men. Until the ad¬ 
ministration building and north 
wing, the contract for which as 
before ostated, has not yet been 
given out, are completed, no 
prisoners can be cared for in the 
present structure, as Its heating 
and maintenance depends upon

the buildings yet to be constructed. 

All the forms for the intricate 
and ornamental work are made in 
Kittery by their own carpenters 
and the timber is sawed and plan¬ 
ed in portable mills within 50 feet 
of the structure they are building, 
Blacksmiths, machinists, iu fact 
nearly every trade, is represented 
in the nearly 250 men they keep 
constantly employed and which 
calls for a weekly pay roll aggre¬ 
gating $2,000. The quantity of ce¬ 
ment, sand and crushed stone 
used is enormous. The building 
when completed will have the ap¬ 
pearance of having been buflt of 
Conway granite, the outside layer 
being composed mainly of cement 
and finely crushed granite from 
the Couway mountains, which will 
be dressed by stone cutters to give 
it the appearance desired. The 
prison occupies the most sightly 
spot on the reservation, just east 
of Reservoir hill on the highest 
portion of the site of the Spanish 
prison camp and commands a 
magnificent harbor and inland 
view. The platform at the top of 
the administration building will be 
several feet higher than the near¬ 
by water tower and nearly as high 
as the topmast truck outhewhe- 


less telegraph pol9. 

“Viewed from the harbor and 
river the completed structure will 
have the appearance of an enor¬ 
mous castle, its score or more of 
castellated turrets and huge gray 
walls lendiug to the idea. The 
coming session of congress is ex¬ 
pected to appropriate money for 
the completion of the structure.”
